A DEUGGIST 5S REVELATIONS ABOU? 
OPIUM SMOKING. 


— — 


The Pernicious Practice Common in 


Large Cities—-How the Drag is 
Smoked tits Effect, 


„Although quite common in almost 
all the large cities in the West, the per- 
nicious habit of opium smoking or ‘hit- 
ting the pipe’ as it is usually called, is 
quite unknown in Detroit,” said a well- 
known druggist to a reporter for the 
Free Press. 

“This habit,” he continued, has 
grown to an alarming extent on the Pa- 
cific slope and in all other localities 
where Chinese are to be found in any 
great numbers. I have visited many of 
the Chinese opium joints, both 
York and San Francisco, and can tell at 
& glance whether a person is addicted to 


the use of the deadly drug or not. 1 


have had strangers come into my store 
whose facial appearance indicated that 
they were the slaves of the opium habit, 
and so far as | know there is uo sure cure 
for it except to shun the drug as one 
would a viper. 

The opium used by the Chinese is of 
an inferior quality, and is brought to 
this country in the form of a paste, put 
up in small, round, foil-lined boxes, 
similar to those used for pills. ‘The pipe 
is a curious looking contrivance, and 
might be taken for a common walking 
stick were it not fur the little metallic 
bowl placed midway between the mouth- 
piece and the end of the stem, The stem 
itself is constructed of bamboo, one end 
being plugged, the other fitted with an 
amber or metallic tip. Ia the bottom ot 
the bowl are two small holes, one of 
which leads through into the stem, the 
other only about half way. 

In using the pipe a small quantity of 
the opium paste is rolled up into a pellet 
and placed on a wire, the end of which 
is inserted in one of the holes in the bow! 
of the pipe. The smoker stretches his or 
her form on the floor or a low divan as 
the case may be, and ignites the opium 
by applying the bowl of the pipe to the 
flame from a charcoal brazier. If it be 
his first attempt the initial whiff will be 
suflicient to partially strangie him, as the 
fumes of burning opium are exceed- 
ingly pungent and distasteful. Very soon 
he becomes accustomed to the peculiar 
taste, «nd gradually succumbs to its in- 
fluence, as one does in taking an anses- 
thetie, and finally drops off into a deep 
sleep. I tried it once and that proved 
sufficient forme. I had the most de- 
lightful dreams, and imagined that I

OUR DISTRICT GOVERN- 
MENT. 


There is no greater piece of in- 
justice practiced upon the people 
of the District of Columbia than 
the disfranchisement of 200,000 of 
its citizens. Our government has 
been under the control of a Board 
of Commissioners which has the 
sole power to conduct the affairs 
of the people and from which the 
people have no power of appeal 
save to Congress where their rights 
are disregarded, There area cer 
tain class of citizens who claim to 
represent the entire people, this 
class is known as the Army and 
Navy cod-fish aristocracy. While 
the people have a right to peti- 
tion, which has been done, their 
petitions and reinonstrances have 
been disregarded by the highest 
legislature power of this country, 
which conflicts with the Con- 
stitution of the United Stat es. 
There was atime when the right of 
suffrage should have been taken 
from the people, bat, since a re- 
formation in Dietrict affairs, the 
restoration of the elective fran- 
chise is a necessity aud no more 
than just. Taxation without repre- 
sentation is againet the fundamen- 
tal principles upon which this 
government was founded. The 
people are taxed to assist in de- 
fraying the expenses of the Dis- 
trict government, and their offices 
are occupied by people who have 
no intercst in the people that are 
taxed. It is the duty of the peo- 
ple to demand a restoration of the 
elective franchise, which w the 
only protection to life and pro- 


perty.

A CHANGE OF BASIS. 


When Mr. Cleveland delivered 
his inaugural address, he said that 
he would adhere to Civil Service 
Reform, and that faithful servants 
would not be disturbed ou account 
ot their political convictions, It 
was, and itis now, to an extent, 
the impression of the people that 
he would carry out that declara- 
tion.

We have always maintained 
that the administration would 
deal fairly towards the colored 
man from what Mr. Cleveland 
said to delegations of colored 
citizens on different occasions, and 
it is hoped, (if be cares anything 
for the colored people,) that he 
will not disappoint us. The_re- 
moval of one Negro and the ap- 
pointment of another iu his stead 
is not progressive Democracy. 
What we desire to see, and the col 
ored people, is the retention of all 
colored people in office and the ap- 
pointment of others to more im- 
portant positions. There has 
been no improvement in the 
way of appointments, so far as the 
colored population 1s concerned. 
We need a government in 
which the life and liberties of the 
people will be protected, irrespec- 
tive of color, or previous condition 
of servitude. When Americans can 
say that the same protection is ac- 
corded a peasant, a slave and a 
beggar, that is accorded to Demo- 
orats where their votes are five to 
one Negro vote, then and not un- 
til then, will the United States be 
the “land of the free and the 
home of the brave.” We are all 
American citizens, hence one has

no more rights than another, save 


in his official capacity, and when 
an attempt is made to use 
his official position to impede the 
rights and liberties of the people, 
such disregard of official power is 
“offensive partisanship” and the 
offender should be removed. 

The mere fact of an American 
citizen voting for the candidate of 
his choice without an attempt to 
injure or impede another’s politi- 
cal rights is not “offensive parti- 
sanship.“ 

It is therefore hoped that the 
President will look into this mat- 
ter, as we believe he is desir- 
ous of doing what is right.

HAYES, PATRICK HENRY TUE BLACK 
CARRIES OFF THE LAURELS. HIS 
FINE ADDRESS COMMENDED. 
HANDSOME FLORAL DECORATIONS 
A BRIEF SKETCH OF THE GRADU- 
ATES BY THE BEE SCRIBE, &C., 


The graduating exercises of the 

Law Department of Howard Uui- 
versity took place last Monday 
evening in the Congregational 
Church at the corner of 10th and 
G Streets, northwest, in the pre- 
sence of a large and appreciative 
audience. The stage was beauti- 
fully decorated with handsome 
baskets of flowers, the most at- 
tractive was the scales of Justice, 
which added greatly to beautify 
the stage. There were several 
distinguished gentlemen present 
among whom were: Hon. Fred. 
Douglass, John F. Cook, Revs. 
Walter Brooks, Wm. Waring, 
General Birney, B. D. Johnson, 
Prof. James H. Smith, Ex-Trustee 
W. H. Smith, Dr. Patton and 
many others. 
At half. past seven o' clock Prof.

Not since the founding of 
the institution has there been 
such a valedictory delivered. [lis 
eloquence, logic determination ex- 
hibited on this o2casion entitled 
him to be justly styled, Hayes, 
Patrick Henry the Black. Messrs. 
J. E Hunt and Cornelius Mimms, 
graduates of the Senior Class also 
had pieces, but did not deliver 
them. 
The exercises reflected great 
credit upon the institution and 
the secretary especially, Mr. J. H. 
Smith, by whose energy and influ 
ence has brought the law school 
up to its its present high standard. 
President Cleveland failed to 
make his appearance as was ex- 
pected.

THE APRIL DEATH RATE. 
During the month of April there were 
430 deaths in the District. Of this num- 
ber, 210 were white and 220 colored. The 
principal causes of death were: Consump- 


diseases of digestive organs, 26 ; heart dis- 
ease, 18; bronchitis, 15; senile debility 
and scarlet fever, each, 14; diptheria and 
malarial fever, each. 6. The death rate 
was; For the whites, 19.28 per 1,000 per 
annum, for the Negroes, 38.10, and for 
the total population, 25.80. This is higher 
than the mean rate of April for the 
past eleven years by 1.19 for the whites, 
3.73 for the Negroes, and 2.20 for the to- 
tal population. There were 72 marriages 
reported, 55 in whieh the contracting 
parties were white and 17 in which they 
were colored. Births reported: SI white 
males, 95, white female: , 66 colored males, 


and 58 colored females—total, 300.
